Effective for dates of service (DOS) January 1, 2001 and thereafter, Medicaid will reimburse the following new HCPCS
codes, which will replace current codes. Any codes not listed will remain the same. Please note that providers must
continue to use the appropriate diagnosis codes as listed in the Alabama Medicaid Provider Manual, Chapter 8, pages 6-
7. The following table is from the Federal Register, Volume 65, Number 177/ Tuesday, September 12, 2000. The
headings are from the provider manual.

This serviceis necessary when a patient’s
condition requires ongoing care that must be provided by one or more health professionalsin an
appropriate specialty area (for example, nursing, emergency medicine, respiratory care,
cardiovascular care, or a paramedic with additional training).
